Washington Officials Scout the {dea 
of War. 


A Prominent Chilean Suggests That the 
Whole Controversy be Submitted 
to the United States Supreme 
Court for Settlement. 


By Telegraph to The Times. — 

New York, Dec. 28.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The Herald’s Valparaiso 
special says: ‘‘The Chilean authorities 
appear to regard unfavorably Egan’s 
absence from the inaugural ceremonies 
of President Montt. They are at a loss 
to explain it, and believe it was in- 
tended as an act of discourtesy. 

‘Secret meetings of Balmaceda’s 
friends have been held in Santiago and 
several points between there and Val- 
pataiso. Nothing has come of these 
gatherings except therwrecking of an 
express train on Christmas night with 
anumber of prominent naval officers 
aboard. That this was done at the in- 
stigation of Balmacedists is not proven 
in the slightest degree, but their oppo- 
nents lay it to their account, The 
police are still at work trying to fasten 
the guilt upon some one, but have not 
succeeded yet in discovering any guilty 
party. 

“The cruiser Esmeralda arrived today 
with the bodies of Alberto Edwards. 
Enrique Vaiders Vergara and other of- 
ficers drowned at the time the Blanco 
Encalada was sunk by torpedoes in Cal- 
dera Bay or killed in the fights at Iqui- 
que, They will be given military and 
naval funerals. 

‘‘Sefior Ramon Viel, a prominent citi- 
zen of Santiago, in a letter to Ferrocar- 
rilsays that Chile’s differences with 


the United States can be easily settled. 


He suggests submitting the whole mat- 
ter to the United States Supreme 
Court, and declares that in spite of con- 


trary statements in ma - American 
papers Chileans feel kindly disposed 
toward the United States. He adds 


that Chileans feel aggrieved on accoufit 
of the willfully incorrect official reports 
of American representatives. He says 
the Baltimore inquiry will prove these 
reports colored. 

‘‘Nothing definite is known as to the 
composition of the new cabinet. Gen- 
eral feeling among members of Con- 
gress seems to be that there should be a 
powerful representation of the Con- 
servative party in the ministry.”’ 

Lonpon, Dec. 27,—The Santiago cor- 

respondent of the Times says: ‘‘The 
amnesty bill has passed. Sixty thou- 
sand Chileans witnessed the declaring of 
Admiral Montt President. He took the 
oath of office in the presence of a bril- 
liant official gathering, and then pro- 
ceeded to the cathedral, where he was 
received by the prelates. Salvos of ar- 
tillery greeted the various ceremonies. 
Public rejoicing continued till past mid- 
night. Perfect order was maintained 
throughout. 


WAR NOT PROBABLE, 
Washington Officials Talking of a Peace- 
ful Settlement, 

Wasnineton, Dec. 27.—[Special to 
Tue Times.] I have the highest author- 
ity for the statement that there is not 
the slightest apprehension in official cir- 
cles that we will have any trouble with 
Chile. The assurances which have been 
given the President within the past 
three days that Chile will act justly 
are so earnestly made that they are not 
doubted. 

The ridiculous stories telegraphed 
from here about the destination of the 
cruiser San Francisco are almost with 
foundation. The orders were issued to 
Admiral Brown one week ago to pro- 


| ceed to San Diego and remain there for 


target practice. Monterey Bay is too 
much exposed for winter target prac- 
tice. As a matter of fact, Admiral 
Brown requested permission to go to 
San Diego. 

The Chilean Minister here has no ap- 
prehension of any interruption of dip- 
lomatic relations , between the ftwo gov- 
ernments. The Chilean Congress con- 
venes on January 5th, at which time 
the new cabinet will be confirmed, 
which will be very conservative. That 
there has been much ill feeling among 
the lower classes against the United 
States is not denied, but the govern- 
ment is sufficiently powerful to prevent 
any hostile demonstrations against 
Americans. The government of Chile 
will not be driven into war with the 
United States, because it fully realizes 
what the result would be. An intelli- 
gent representative of that country 
stated some days ago that England and 
Germany could not raid them if they de- 
sired, as they had enough to attend to:

Mexican Treops Have Another Brush 
With the Outlaws. 


‘Capt. of a Part of the 
‘Band—Geb. Staniey Taking Vigor- 
ous Measures in the Bor- 
der Trouble.

New Or.eans, Dec. 27.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.|- The Times-Democrat’s 
“Dr. Plu- 
tarco Ornalas, Mexican consul here, to- 
day received a dispatch from Laredo 
which states that an engagement took 
place last night between Garza’s fol- 
lawers and Mexican troops at San 
Itenacio’s ranch, this side of the border, 
between Carrizo Laredo. The 
revolutionists assembled in large force 
on the Texas bank and opened a steady 
fire at the troops across the river, 
which was returned. The battle re- 
sulted in one Mexican being killed and 
a number on each side wounded. 

“The fact that a force of Garza’s men 
was in that locality is evidence that the 
movement is spreading rapidly, and the 
necessity for better military protection 


of the Texas frontier is made apparent. 


There isa large force of troops at the 
post here, but they will not be ordered 
out unless it is absolutely necessary. 
CAPT. BOURKE NOT HEARD FROM. 
“There has®%een no word of any kind 
received from Capt. Bourke, of the Third 
Cavalry, at military headquarters here 
for the last forty-eight hours. He isin 
command of Fort Ringgold, which 
Garza has threatened to capture if it 


becothes necessary for his men to se- {| 


cure supplies. It is the belief of Gen. 

Stanley that the telegraph lines are 

down between Fort Ringgold and 

Browpsville. or else Capt. Bourke is ab- 

sent in pursuit of the revolutionists. 
ORDERS FROM WASHINGTON, 

“A telegram from the Secretary of 
War ordering that every effort be ex- 
erted to bring the border difficulties to 
anend as quickly a8 possible, and that 
the Federal troops shall make as many 
captures of revolutionists as possible, 
was received by Gen. Stanley todav. 
He immediately telegraphed to the dif- 
ferent commanders along the border to 
secure the names of as many offenders 
as possible and to have warraxts issued 
for their arrest. 

‘Indirect word concerning the move- 
ments of Capt. Hardie, of the Third Cav- 
alry, were received here this morning 
and relieved the anxiety as to his 
safety. He is pushing bard after a de- 
tachment of 100 of Garza’s men and 
will either have them chased across the 
river into Mexico or brought to a more 
critical situation within the next forty- 
eight hours.’’ 

FOUR OF GARZA’S MEN CAPTURED. 

The Times-Democrat’s Laredo special 
‘says: “Itis reported that four prisoners 
of Garza’s men, captured near El 
Vartno, Mexico, by government troops, 
were brought to New Laredo today. It 
is understood the federal authorities 
will endeavor to secure a confession 
from them in order to implicate the 
leaders of the revolutionary movement. 
As they are traitors, if they do not con- 
fess they will probably be shot.

E-x-Minister Tirard’s Criticism of the Mc- 
Kinley TarilY Law. 

Paris, Dec. 27.—[By Cable and Asse- 
ciated Press.] ‘Tirard, formerly French 
Minister of Finance, in an interview on 
the subject of negotiatians for a com- 
mercial treaty between France and the 
United States. said: ‘Treaties of this 
kind are useful as a modus vivendi be- 
tween countries where tariffs are so 
highthatthey paralyzetrade. A treaty 
with the United States will be ex-. 
tremely opportune and goa long way to 
insure entuusiastic participation in the 
Chicago fair. The McKinley law has so 
much harmed our trade that I would fa- 
vor going to the United States for 
staples only when it is impossible to ob- 
tain what we need elsewhere. The Mc- 
Kinley bill is a barbarous piece of 
legislation, and has caused great 
ill-feeling in France. The whole of the 
law is due to an error of judgment. 
The Americans argued that as their ex- 
ports are natural products which other 
nations must have they would be sure 
to find buyers, and so could shut their 
ports to foreign manufacturers, This 
reasoning is fallacious. Look how En- 
gland has developed since she adopted 
free trade. If the United States would 
adopt a like policy America would soon 
govern the markets of the whole world. 


In France, where it is impossible to de- 


velop resources further, there is some 
excuse for protection, but notin Amerx- 
ica, where the possibilities of develop- 
ment are unbounded.”’

STRUCK BYzAN ENGINE. 


Frightful Aceident at a Santa Ana 
Crossing. 


Two Well-known Citizens Hurled from 
Their Buggy and Fatally Injared, 
Both Dying Within a. 

Short Time. 


By Telegraph to The Times. ; 

Santa Dec. 27.--[Special.] 
Another terrible accident happened'this 
evening onthe Santa Fé Railroad, as 
the 4:14 overland and Los Angeles 
local trains were entering the city, in 
which two Santa Ana citizens received 
fatal injuries. W. B. Garlock and Sam- 
uel Rogers were driving from Orange 
to Santa Ana, and while en 
route the trains, pulled by the éverland 
engine from Orange to Santa Ana, 


passed them just before the Seven- 


teenth-street crossing was reached. A 
local engine was following the train a 
short distance back, but was not seen 
by the occupants of the buggy until 
they started across the track. At that 
time the engine was almost upon them, 
and just as they were fairly on thetrack 
the engine struck them, making a total 
wreck of the buggy and hurling both 
men to the ground on each side of the 
track. Both men were gathered up 
and taken to the depot, where medical 
assistance was summoned? 

Gariock died on a blanket in the bag- 
gage-room at 5:15. Rogers was re- 
moved to his mother’s home on Fourth 
street, where he is receiving the best 
of attention, but the general supposi- 
tion is that he willnot live more thana 
few hours at the farthest. His sicull 
is crushed just back of the forehead and 
several fractures on top and back of 
the head are sufficient to cause fatal 
results. Rogers is a young harness- 
maker, about 25 years old, and has 
lived in this city for the past several 
years. Garlock was formeriy in the 
livery business with E. D. Waffle. He 
was 42 years old and had been a resi- 
dent ofthis city for the past five years. 

Santa Ana, Dec. 27.--[{Special.] 
Rogers died at 8:30 o’clock. He has 
a sister who is the wife of H. G. Will- 
iams, of the Temple street cable, line in 
Los Angeles. 

This accident has long been expected 
from the dangerous manner of backing 
up loccmotives so close behind the reg- 
ular passenger train.

The sight of a small blaze caused by @ 
man dropping a lighted match on the 
sawdust-covered floor, caused some ong 
to start a cry of ‘Pire!’? Immediately 
there was a wild rush for the doors, 
which, owing to the savage scramble, 
became so blockea that only a few suc- 
ceeded in getting out. The staircase 
leading from the gallery also became 
blocked. The check taker, who ate 
tempted to restrain the crowd, was 
crushed to death under foot. 

When the panic subsided the bodies 
of nine children whose lives had been 
literally crushed out were found 1 
on the staircase. A constable whe 
came to assistinthe work of rese 
while dragging out a body wolnel 
among the struggling people discovered 
that it was the body of his ‘own son. 

The attraction for the evening wags 
the pantomime Aladdin, the theates 


| being literally packed. The shout of 


fire’ was raised at 10:80 o’clock and 
instantly there was dire confusion, iz 
which above all was heard the shrieks 
of women. Many women also fainted, 
The lessee of the house, immediately 
stepping on the stage, shonted to 
the audience to remain seated, assur- 
ing them that there was no real 
danger. Many others attempted to re- 
strain the mad rush forthe doors. Most 
of those on the first floor escaped. It

struggling people had fallen thata 
the passage for exit was effectually

The occasion was made doubly mem 
orable by several acts of heroism 
One man, who occupied a gallery seat, 
jumped from the gallery railings to the 
balcony below and slid thence to the 
stage, allthe time holding a child with 
his teeth. Other men rescued several 
women. 

Meanwhile the fire was easily 
quenched. The police. sought medical 
aid and assisted in extricating the vic- 
tims from the staircase—a matter of 
the utmost difficulty. One child, after 
calling out piteously, ‘Save me, save 
me!’’ died before it could be reached. 

News of the disaster spread rapidly 
and soon thousands of frantic people 
were rushing to the scene to ascertain 
the fate of relativesor friends. Withis 
a few hours all the: dead were identi 
fied. With the exception of one alj

The great length of the address read. 
om the bench by Judge Wallace of 
San Francisco last Wednesday, when 
he dismissed the grand jury in accord- 
ance with the mandate of the Supreme 
Court, precludes its publication in full, 
but the following excerpts will give an 
intelligent idea of the argument: 
After the clerk of the Court had received 
the report of the grand jury, Judge Wal. 
ace spoke from the bench as follows: 
You came here asa grand jury repre. 
senting the people, and to respond to their 
‘laim that the most open and shameless 


civilization of an American State should be 
investigated; that the truth or falsity of 
charges which have, at home and abroad, 
covered California with obloquy should th 
demonstrated; to inquire how it is brought 
about thatin the apportionment and dis- 


ernment—the imposition of taxation—those 
burdens and that taxation are imposed 
upon the comparatively poor man, who, 
eut of his poverty, must pay, while the 
rich and their abundance are practically 
exempted from their just share. 

- The hopes of the people that you would 
whet equalto this important duty were 

igh and apparently well founded, nor 
have these hopes so far as you are con- 
cerned proven illusory; but in the midst of 
your laborsa judgment of the Supreme 
Court of the State has been pronounced, 
the necessay effect of which is. that your 
investigation must cease—must be discon- 
tinued—that you are not a grand jury and 
must retire. It is under these circum- 
stances that we meet today, and forthe 
last time. Itis my duty to say something 
to you before you go. 3 

THE CASE STATED. 

- Inimpaneling the grand jury the court 
here made an order that Henry H. Scott, 
Esq., be appointed as an “‘elisor’ to sum- 
mon nine good and lawful men to complete 
the panel. 

In the case of Elwood Bruner, lately be- 
fore the Supreme Court upon his applica- 
tion for awrit of prohibition, that court 
held the appointment of Scott invalid. Say 
the court: ‘Our conclusion is that the 
court below had no authority to appoint 

aid Scott to select grand jurors, because 
here was no case towhich the power of 
eligor applied.”’ 
he statute (Code of Civil Procedure, sec. 
242) provides that if of the persons 
rawn and summoned to act as grand jorors 
a number “less than nineteen are present, 
the panel may be filled as provided in sec. 
226 of this code.’ 
Turning now to said sec. 226, it is there 


anel the Court may draw the required 
names out of the box, or direct the sheriff 
or an elisor forthwith to summon them. 

Now, on Monday, the 17th day of last 

ugust, the contingency thus provided for 

y this statute did unquestionably occur. 

ere. Of the persons theretofore drawn 
and summoned to act as grand jurors only 
eighteen—less than nineteen—did appear 

ere, and of the eighteen~so appearing, 
eight having been excused for cause, it be- 
came necessary to summon nine other good 
anu lawfulmen to complete the panel of 
nineteen required for a grand jury. Mr. 
Scott was appointed an elisor for that pur- 
pose, and, having been first duly sworn, 
did subsequently make return here of the 
names of nine good and lawful men sum-. 
moned by himto serve as grand jurors, 
and who, being personally present, were 
immediately thereafter sworn of the grand 
jury in the presence of the Court here, 
and, a foreman having been appointed, the 
charge of the Court was delivered and then 
the grand jury retired to consider of the 
business to comé before it. 

AN ELISOR REQUIRED, . 

Itis thus made plain to even the dullest 
comprehension that the precise condition 
of fact in which the statute had provided 
that an elisor’might be appointed had 
arisen and, further, that in making the 
appointment, as well asin each one of the 
other several steps taken in completing the 
panel, the provisions of the statute were 
carefully considered hereand followed with 
the most undeviating exactitude; yet the 
Supreme Court say “there was no case to 
which the power of appointing an elisor 
applied.” 

tated in general terms the principal rea- 
fon assigned by the court for this remark- 
able conclusion is that no affidavit had been 
resented here to the effect that the sheriff 
as disqualified to summon the grand 
jurors. 

The obvious answer to this is that no such 
amMdavit is required by the Code of Civil 
Procedure, which has just been cited; and 
because it is not required by that code, such 
affidavit is not required at all. Why? Be- 
cause this same Code of Civil Procedure 
eecies 4) expressly provides that it, the 

ode of Civil Procedure, ‘establishes the 
law. of this State respecting the subjects to 
which it refers,” and that the impaneling of 
grand juries is one of those subjects not 

isputed in any quarter; in _ fact 
the entire ninth article of the Cede of Ciyil 
Procedure (secs. 241, 242 and 243) is 
exclusively devoted to that subject; that 
article is superscribed, distinctly marked, 
conspicuously labeled “Of Impaneling 
Grand Juries.” This, considered by tne 
light of the fourth section of the same code 
just cited, proves, if language can prove 
anything, thatit is that code, and: that 
code alone, which isto be taken as estab- 


The Civil Code admittedly contains no refer- 
ence to that subject—neither does the Po- 
litical Code, as will be presently shown; but 
in order to formulate a plan of impaneling 
grand juries which should be complete in 
itself, in addition to the provisions pre- 
seribed by itself in its ninth chapter, the 
Code of Civil Procedure expressly incorpo- 
rates and adopts, and for this purpose re. 
enacts, the provisions found in the Penal 
Code on the same subject—thus: ‘-There- 
after such proceedings shall be had in im- 
aneling a — jury as as are prescribed 
part 2 of the Penal Code." (Code of 
Civil Procedure, sec. 243, supra.) 
' Judge Wallace reinforces his position 
at considerable length, showing that it 
was entirely unnecessary to have an 
aflidavit filed showing the disqualifica- 
tion of the sheriff or coroner to act as 
elisor, because such disqualification was 
based upon facts judicially known to 
the court and stated from the bench at 
the time that Elisor Scott was ap- 
pointed. He holds that, inasmuch as 
the acts of the sheriff and coroner were 
hoth subject to review, it was manifestly 
improper that these officers should have 
anything to do with selecting the mem- 
bers of the jury. 

Judge Wallace then proceeds to con- 
sider the want of consistency of the Su- 
preme Court when its latest decision is 
compared with former findings in par- 
allel cases. He says: 

IRREGULARITIES THAT WERE NOT MATERIAL.

For illustration, one of the indictments 
against Bruner charged him with the 
commission of perjury here in the city 
and county of San Francisco. That is a 
felony; anda grand jury impaneled and 
sworn in a course of general criminal juris- 
diction and of unquestionable jurisdiction 
over such a felony committed, presented 


their indictment against him. Thereupon 


he applied to the Supreme Court that all 
further peerage. be prohibited, and that 
he be discharged without the trial the law 
had cael pg in such acase. His peti- 
tion for the writ of prohibition pointed out 
certain matters occurring tn the impanel- 
ment of the grand jury, but which, if they 
hadin fact occurred. covld not in the na- 


ture of things amount to more than the ir-’ 


regular exercise of the jurisdiction of this 
court—in no senseto the usurpation of a 
jurisdiction not conferred upon this court 
by law. That such matters cannot be juris- 
dictional in their consequences is plaip to 
every lawyer, by remembering that if Bru- 
mer had been tried and had not been con- 
victed and had taken an appeal to the Su- 
preme Court the judgment against him 
would have been confirmed by that court, 
if no other supposed error was shown ex. 
cept such error as is put forth in his peti- 
tion to the Supreme Court for a writ of 
‘prohibition. That proposition of law was 
settled in the Southwell case—most quoted 
and apparently least understood. 
THE SOUTHWELL OASE, 

In the Southwell case it appeared in the 
record on appeal that he had been indicted 
by a grand jury, the names of which 


| though formally drawn out of the box bad 


never been placed in the box according to 
law. By statute of that date—the statute 
of 1863—it was made the duty of the Board 
of Supervisors to select and prepare the 
grand jury list; the board had failed to do 
this; it had tailed to make up any list—the 
whole of the duties cast by law upon the 
Board of Supervisors would appear to 
have been done by the clerk—an unauthor- 
ized person who assumed to himself the 
fuctions of the board in that respect; the 
trial court found that all these allegations 
were true, and that the facts were as al- 
leged; the Supreme Court accordingly ac- 
cepted them as true, but nevertheless af- 
firmed the judgment against Southwell, by 
which he had been sentenced to the pent- 
tentiary for a forgery committed. 

Now the facts assailing the validity of the 
grand jury in the Southwell case were 
quite as serious a point of departure from 
the law of impaneling grand juries 
as those alleged to have occurred in 
the Bruner case; indeed, upon looking at 
them critically they will be found to be far 
more serious. Can it be supposed that the 
Supreme Court of this State would have 
affirmed the judgment of the court below in 
Southwell’s case if these irregularities— 
radical though they were—amounted toa 
defeat of the jurisdiction of the municipal 
criminal court of this. city and county, 
from whose judgment that appeal had been 
taken? 

Will the Supreme Court in any case af- 
firm a judgment of conviction rendered by 
a trial court in which it appears by the rec- 
ord that the trial court had no juris iction? 
‘Certainly not. All the decisions of the Su- 
preme Court—they are too numerous to be 
cited here in detail—have followed the de- 
cision thus given in the Southwell case 
nearly twenty 
without the slightest deviation from its 
doctrine until now in the Bruner case. At 
a single bound the Supreme Court has 
passed from the proposition that such ir- 
regularities do not constitute even @n error 
for which the judgment should be reversed 


on appeal, to the other extreme—fo'the 


proposition that although such proceedings 
would not be reversed for such an error, 
still they will in such case be arrested by 
pryuhibition.as being in excess of the juris- 
diction ot. the trial court. 

The Supreme Court declares it has now 
discovered an irregularity which, though 
confessedly not amounting toa reyersible 
error, still does amount to a.total want of 
jurisdiction in the trial court to proceed with 
the case. 

Ileave the further examination ot such 
a nondescript in law as that is to those 
whose curiosity about the mysteries of law 
may prompt them to further reflection and 
examination. 

A WRIT OUT PRECEDENT. 

Fourth—But even if all that has yet been 
said here be not well fo::nded, and be ut- 


terly discarded, stillthe writ of prohibi- |: 


tion, as issned in this case, is without pre- 
cedentin this State in another respect; 
for conceding that there was the most ob- 
vious excess of jurisdiction made manifest 
in Bruner's case he had a remedy by ap- 
peal takenafter conviction suffered. Such 
an appeal would have been a plain, speedy 
and adequate remedy; and because it was 
such a remedy the writ of prohibition to 
arrest the proceedings here was forbidden 
by law; thus by sec. 1103 of the Code of 

vil Procedure, ‘‘it—the writ of prohibi- 
tion—may be issued .. . in all cases 
where there is nota plain, speedy and ade- 
quate remedy in the ordinary course of 
Such is the statute. 

But we have higher authority for this 
than the statute—the authority of the Su. 
preme Courtitself. I refer to the case of 
Strouse, petitioner,vs. the Police Court (85 Cal.., 
49.) The opinion in this case was delivered 
by Mr, Justice Paterson and concurred in 
by Mr. Justice McFarland. The opinion in 
the Bruner case was delivered by Mr. Jus- 
tice McFarland and concurred in by Mr. 
Justice Paterson. and itis interesting in 
this connection to compare them—to con- 
sider these opinions together in arriving at 
what is the true interpretation of section 
1103, which, as we have seen, plainly de- 
claresthat awrit of prohibition shall not 
issue, even in the case of ascertained excess 
‘of jurisdiction below, if in such case there 
is a plain, speedy and adequate remedy in 
the ordinary course of law. 

The opinion in the Strouse case is as fol- 
lows, and beside it is the opinion of the 
Bruner case by Mr. Justice McFarland, Mr. 
Justice Paterson concurring;

In short, the writ of prohibition was de- 
nied to Strouse because an appeal was a 
remedy goed enough for him, but under 
precisely the same legal conditions the writ 
of prohibition was granted to Bruner be- 
cause an appeal was not aremedy suffi- 
ciently plain, speedy and adequate for him. 
Both of these decisions now stand as law 
defining the conditions under which a writ 
of greniiaieos may issue upon the one hand 
and the conditions under which it must be 
refused on the other. : 

This situation is scarcely reconcilabie 
with the well-known maxim of thatcommon 
law which has been invoked in support of 
the overthrow of the grand jury here. The 
maxim isas follows: “Ler uno o16 omnes 
allaguitur..—the law speaks to all with the 
same voice. 

SUPREME INCONSISTENCY. 

The writ of prohibition had been denied 
to Strouse, and properly denied, because 
he had a plain, speedy and adequate rem. 
edy by appeal; it was granted to Bruner, 
although he too had a remedy by appeal, 

The decision pronounced in each one of 
these cases points in a direction precisely 


ears ago, and followed it, 


opposite to that pointed to by the decision 
in the other case. If there be any distinc- 
tion between them, it is supposed to be 
only such a distinction as is asserted by Mr. 
Justice McPariaud and the majority of the 
pene Court to exist between the de- 

nin Bruner’s case and that rendered 
in Haymond's case—‘‘one too clear to need 
discussion.”’ 

And this last observation 5 ts the 
thought that the decision given in the case 
of Bruner is precisely in conflict with the 
decision pronounced in the case of Hay- 
mond, referred to by the learned Associate 
Justice. It was declared in the Haymond 
case thatthe grand jury here impaneled 
was a defacto grand ju Six of the 
learned Justices concurred in the decision. 
The record before the Supreme Court in 
bank in the Haymond case was a record 
showing the stepstaken in the organiza- 
tion of this grand jury. It was, in that re- 


the same as the record exhibited toy” 
e 


same courtin the Bruner case. Now 
in the Haymond case and with this record 
before them six of the members of the” 
court—no member of the court dissenting 
—held the following language: 

“It is sufficient for us tosay that such a 
body has certainly a de fa.t) existence, and 
this being so, e witness was clearly 
guilty of contempt in refusing to testify." 

In other words. the Court then informed 
Mr. Haymond that it was his duty to testify 
before you as a grand jury ; they now in- 
form us, however, inthe Bruner case that 

ou, a8 a grand jury, had no authority to 
ten to Mr. Haymond when he should 
testify; and yet.Mr. Justice McFarland, 
whose opinions are, of course, entitled to 
the greatest respect, has informed us there 
is no conflict whatever between these two 
decisions. To my mind,if I am to be al. 
lowed to entertain an opinion against 
so high an authority, in the one 
case the decision was that the organi- 
zation of the grand jury, even ¢f regular, 
was valid, and in the other case and 
upon the same record, that the organization 
was void—not voidable merely, but void ab- 
solutely to all intents and purposes; now, if 
this had been so held in aymond’s case, 
Haymond must have been discharged—must 
haveeen—for in such case I would have 
had no more authority to order him to at- 
tend before such a grand jury—so called— 
than I would have had to order him to at- 
tend before the Board of Trade or Traffic 
Association and there testify ; and of course 
if I had ordered him to attend before 
either one of those bodies to give his testt- 
mony, my order not being a lawful order, 
his refusal to obey it would not have 
amounted toacontempt, and so the Su- 
preme Court must have discharged him 
instead of remanding him as it did. . 
THE JUSTICES COUNTERMARCH. 


It is plain that in delivering the opinion | 


in the Bruner case the Supreme Court de- 
liberately abandoned its position thereto- 
fore deliberately takenin the Haymond 
case—it countermarched and took up and 
now holds preves'y the sition first an- 
nunciat2d by thé learned judge of this 
court, sitting in Department Twelve of the 
Superior Court here; the position that the 
proceedings in the impaneling of the grand 
jury were null and void, and that the nine. 
teen gentlemen impaneled and sworn and 
charged by the Court were not a grand 
jury. It was upon this position alone that 
the investigation which the grand jury 
were proceeding to make could be stopped. 
—the disclosures which would necessarily 
follow would be hushed, 

It is indeed too late to say now that the de- 
cision inthe Haymond case did not over- 
rule the decision given in Department 
Twelve in Chute’s case, and though the Su- 
preme Court unmistakably overruled the 
decision of the judge of Department 
Twelve then, they unmistakably adopt and 
approve it now. 

hese refiections are important and no 
mistake should be madein understanding 
them, because the decisions referrea 
to are those of the Supreme Court 
of the State, and as such they be: 
come the authoritative law of the land. 
No criminal can be prosecuted, no crime 
investigated nor punished, except the pro- 
ceedings bein accor with the expressed 
views of the Supreme Court; and if those 
views as expressed be contradictory—if 
upon a like state of facts and under like 
conditions they point to precisely opposite 
conclusions—it is matter of regret, because 
of the embarrassment to ensue to the courts 
below in the performance of their duty in 
good faith to observe and carry out the 
understood views of the court of last resort 


* Judge Wallace then reviews the ques- 
tion of public policy as touched upon by 
the Supreme Court and the danger of 
‘‘one-man power.’’ He shows that the 
danger of encroachment on the liber- 
ties of the people is much greater from 
the Supreme Court—a body composed 
of few officers holding for long terms 
and entrusted with almost autocratic 
power—than fram the presiding judge 
of the Superior Court, who may be re- 
moved at any time by a majority of his 
associates. After reciting several pre- 
cedents from the New York Court of 
Appeals, Judge Wallace sums up as fol- 
lows: 

I have now stated (and much more could 
be added did time permit) the general 
views [entertain concerning the impanel- 
ing of this grand jury, and the reasons 
which controlled me here. Some one has 
blundered, a mistake has been made in 
some quarter; I venture tostate that it was 
not here. Justice has been defeated; the 
investigation of great crimes alleged to 
have been committed against the people of 
this State has been suddenly stopped; the 
Supreme Court has interposed its power to 
arrest the investigations which the grand 
jury was proceeding to make. 
IMPORTANT PRINCIPLES OF LAW DISREGARDED. 

“Ithink that the dectsion by which the 
writ of prohibition was issued in the Bru- 
ner case was reached only by overriding 
and disregarding the most important prin- 
ciples of criminal law as heretofore uni- 
versally understood; and while I must re- 
spect the court and bow to its authority. I 
think Ihave a right to show, and have 
shown, even by what I have here said, that 
what I did in this business had the warrant 
of the statute regulating criminal proceed- 
ings as then understood, and that of all the 
decisions theretofore made by the Supreme 
Court of this State; not afew of them by 
the justices who have awarded the writ of 
prohibition in Bruner's case. : 

THE JURY’COMPLIMENTED, 

And now,*gentiemen, at all events the 
mistake referred to has certainly been none 
of yours. You have been summoned here 
and impaneled and have proceeded to the 
performance of your duties as a grand 
jury. Had the legality of your existence 
been sustained there is no doubt that you 
would have accomplished a great work— 
one sincerely desired by all the good 

ple of this State. You have during 
the whole of your time been embar- 
rassed by assaults ceaselessly made upon 
the legality of your organization. 
Of course you have been impeded and in- 
terrupted; you have not had the opportu- 
nity to thoroughly accomplish the work 
you had in hand, but your coming here, let 
us hope, has not been without good results 


‘| already accomplished and yet to follow. 


In the meantime, for what you have done, 
in spite of the obstacles, and done so well 
and efficiently, I tender you the sincere 
thanks of the Court; and in obedience to 
the expressed views of the Supreme Court 
inthe Bruner case, you are pow discharged 
from further attendance.

Winds and Rain. 

A contemporary seems to think that 
the north wind is a sort of Nemesis for 
Southern California, sweeping down 
upon us and driving our rain clouds 
away whenever it takes a cross-grained 
fancy; that unless we could placate the 
north wind, or protect ourselves from 
it somehow, it would be folly to bom- 
bard the skies for rain. | 

Few people realize what purely local 
phenomena winds and rain are, con- 
trolled in a larger sense, of course, by 
general atmospheric conditions. The 
recent windstorm did not commence un- 
til the clouds had hung over usten or 
twelve hours. Perhaps if the clouds 
had precipitated their moisture the 
wind would not have come at all. 

The meteorological conditions pre- 
cedent to the windstorm were that 
somewhere to the south of us there was 
a volume of warm air which arose rap- 
idly by reason of its lightness, leaving 
a void which the other atmosphere had 
to fill. The cotd air rushed down from 
the north in something of a hurry to do 
this, and hence the wind. Itis quite 
possible that that wind came from no 
greater distance than the summits of 
the Sierra Madre range and the space 
above them. On the Mojave Desert, to 
the north of the mountains, the wind 
might have been blowing in quite 
another direction. 

These atmospheric movements, in- 
stead of sweeping over great stretches 
of country on adead leyel, as many 


people imagine the witid blows, ‘fevolve 


over and over like acart wheel, the 
lower atmosphete rising on oneside and 


the upper atmosphere sinking on the 
other, while between the two the air 


sweeps along the surface of the earth. 
As Lieut. Finley remarks in a recent 
paper, ‘‘Nobody can study the weather 
from his own doorstep.’? It is neces- 
sary to comprehend the larger influ- 
ences that are at work. If a person 
will take one of the charts sent 
out by the Weather Bureau and 
note the directions of wind there 
indicated he will find it blowing simul- 
taneously in a dozen different directions 
in a dozen different localities. Thus it 
is shown that winds, like rains, depend 
on local conditions. Heat, cold,. hnu- 
midity and we believe also electricity 
are the controlling forces in both phe- 
nomena. 
Having these points in mind, it does 
not seem much of a stretch of the prob- 
abilities tosay that a warm, humid 
volume of atmosphere, which appears 
to us in the form of a cloud, may either 
have its temperature suddenly lowered. 
condensing it and squeezing ,out the 
moisture like water from a sponge, or it 
may be suddenly sent skyward as the 
colder, denser and heavier atmosphere 
works around it and beneath it. Inthe 
former event we have rain; in the lat- 
ter we have wind. If we have the one 


it is not very probable that we have the | 


other, though we may have a little of 
each. 

The more these matters are studied 
the more the awful mysteries -which 
formerly surrounded them disappear. 
and the more probable it seems that 
mankind may some day learn to in- 
fluence measurably the natural condi- 
tions, and bring rain whenever the 
atmosphere is in a proper state of 
saturation. 


A Lost Beneficence. 

Another noble charity has gone amiss 
through the hair-splitting construction 
of a will by a Probate Court in New 
York. José Sevilla, a native ot Peru, 
and a naturalized citizen of the United 
States, left an estate valued at $2,500,- 
000, out of which he bequeathed 3500,- 
000 toestablish in the city of New 
York a home for poor girls, to be known 
as “The Sevilla Home for Children.” 
Young girls were to be maintained at, 
the home until they attained the age of 
16, and besides book education/were to 
be taught sewing, cooking,/ washing, 
etc. 

The testator, in his will, gave a list 
of prominent persons to be appointed 
by the surrogate to carry out the trust. 
A board of managers selected from this 
list was afterward incorporated for 
that purpose, the members includjng 
August Belmont, William R. Grace, 
Roswell G. Rolston and others, _ 

The “ancillary éxecutors having 
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brought suit for the construction of this 
clause of the will, Mr. Justice Lawrence, 
of the Supreme Court, has decided that 
the bequest is invalid, because of uncer- 
tainty in this respect, viz., that at the 
time of the death of the testator 
the persons upon whom the trust was 
devolved were. uncertain, there being 
no one qualified to take the bequest, 
the managers having first to be ap- 
pointed by the surrogate, and that the 
act of incorporation did not cure this de- 
fect. Judge Lawrence holds that the 


statute against perpetuities, as by the 
terms of the will the fund was not to 
be turned over to the trustees until two 
years after Mr. Sevilla’s death; and 
he decides that, although the will is 
valid under the laws of Pern,..the court 
here should not aid in enforcing the 
trust. He therefore directs that the 
executors here remit the fund to the 
executors in Peru, in order that the 
courts of that republic may determine 
in what manner and to whom it shall 
be distributed. 

The residuary legatee, the Sociedad 
Beneficencia of Lima, will apply the 
fund there to the purpose for which it 
was to be used in this country, and so 
New York loses an excellent charity 
because of a doubtful technicality. 

A New York paper in discussing this 
matter says: 


There is a rule of logic as wellas a maxim 
of law which we think Judge Lawrence 
might well have considered applicable to 
this case: Idcertum est quod certum redidi 
potest—that is sufficiently certain which can 
be made certain; and though at the time of 
Sefior Sevilla’s death it was not certain 
who the trustees would be, it was certain 
that there would be a surrogate of New 
York, and when, in pursuance of the will, 
he appointed trustees they were certain 
enough, especially since their appointment 
was followed by an act of incorporation.

California Project. | 


Said to Have Purchased Some Rights 
Up About Fresno. 


What the Telegraph Operators Now

Compafiy builds lines to the Pacific 
Coast over all the lines that have been 
mapped out for it there will bean 
abundance of new roads to California.

ject to become a life resident of Cali- 
fornia, for he was certainly quite en- 
thusiastic in speaking of what he had 
seen of this State so far.

The National League 
for the Protection of American [nstitu- 
tions has prepared an amendment to 


/the Constitution of the United States, 


which will be submitted to both houses 
of Congress shortly after they resume 
their sessions.

No State shall pass any law respecting an 
establishment of religion or prohibiting 
the full exercise thereof, or shall use its 
property or credit, or any money raised by 
taxation, or shall authorize the issue of 
bonds, for the purpose of founding, main- 
taining or aiding, by appropriation, pay- 
ment for services, expenses, or otherwise, 
any church, religious denomination or re- 
ligious society or any institution, society or 
undertaking which is wholly or in part un- 
der sectarian or ecclesiastical control.

" «mercury rose to the nineties, and then there 


was a vigorous protest on the part of many 
because it was too hot. 
In the face of these objections and com- 


plaints the claim is here made that there is 


mighty little to find fault with in this coun- 
try or climate as they are today, the force 
of which remark will be duly impressed 
upon any Pasadenian who will spend an en- 
tire winter outside of Southern California. 
The fault lies more with the people than 
with the clithate. This winter there has 
been but little rain and the mercury has 
dropped on several occasions during the 
night to the freezing point. This is the 
worst that can be said of the climate. The 
days have been sunshiny, making out-door 
exercise pleasurable and healthy. In com- 
parison with an Eastern wiuter, with its 
snow, rain, ice, sleet, widely-ranging tem- 
perature and cyclones, Southern Califor- 
nia’s climate during the so-called rainy 
season stands alone and unsurpassed. 

It is a noteworthy fact that residents ofa 
year or two standing are altogether satis- 
fied to live here, and if strangers come this 
way improperly clothed and ‘put up at 
places which are improperly heated and 
then find fault, it is a waste of time to 
argue the matter; rather let them return 
home and let them go through life without 
knowing half of the good that can be made 
outofit. As for Pasadenians, they need 
notcomplain. The country will pass on its 
merits and grow in wealth and prosperity 
accordingly.

Proper Application Necessary to Secure 
Desired Results. 
(California Cultivator.] 

‘‘Feed the land and the land will feed 
you,’? was a maxim of the past, but the 
latest investigations have addeda new 
rule, which is more pertinent and force- 
ful, to-wit: ‘Feed the plant and the 
plant will feed you.’’ This means that 
we should apply the fertilizers intelli- 
gently, such as the plant requires, and 
at such times as it can take up and as- 
similate the food offered. It would be 
just as sensible to dump a month's feed 
| before a horse ané tell him to help him- 
rself forthat period as to cart a year’s 
supply of fertilizer into the orchard and 
expect the best results. In both cases 
a large percentage would be wasted be- 
fore it could be utilized by either» ani- 
malor plant, and another large per- 
centage would not be utilized because 
not needed by either horse or plant. 

Finely ground meal from unsteamed 
bones is acomplete fertilizer for fruit 
trees, as it contains the three principal 
ingredients required, viz., phosphoric 
acid, potash and nitrogen. It is not 
quite as active as the acid phosphates, 
but more permanent in its effects. 
Acid phosphates is simply bone meal 
dissolved in muriatic acid, to which is 
added gypsum, ashes or other similar 
materialas a drier. The practice of 
adding to this nitrate of soda is waste- 
ful and unnecessary, as the nitrates are 
better applied separately and in more 
frequent doses. — 

Gypsum is not a fertilizer inthe sense 
that phosphoric acid and nitrogen are 
used. Itissimply sulphuric acid and 
lime forming the sulphate of lime, and, 
by its presence in the soil and affinity 
for water, assists in forming chemical 
combinations that furnish food for the 
plants from material already there. It 


Nitrate of soda is one of the most ex- 
pensive methods of supplving nitrogen 
and should be applied to fruit trees dur- 
ing the growth of the plant in small 
quantities at a time and more frequent 
than other fertilizers. It produces a 
luxuriant growth of wood and large 
specimens of fruit. The spongy growth 
of orangesin many groves is largely 
due to the excessive use of sheep ma- 
nure, which is in its best estate rich in 
nitrogen. 

The formation of seed taxes the vi- 
tality of trees and vines much more 
than the growth of the pulp, hence it 
has been found of great value to both 
tree and vines in bearing to give a suit- 
able dressing of fertilizer at that time. 

The cost of fertilizing the orchards 
is becoming a serious question to our 
fruit growers. To help them to do this 
economically and from materials within 
their own resources shall be our aim.

He 
was not booked, and nothing could be 
learned as to the charges against him, 
in fact the officers denied that there 
was any such man in their Custody. Be 
this as it may, itis certain that some 
man was arrested and kept locked up 
for some time, and yesterday it was re- 
ported that he had been taken north by 
the detectives. At any rate, he was 


not at the station. 


From the character of the men who 


are engaged in this work it is certain 
that there is something big behind it. 


Pinkerton is not generally employed on 
minor crimes, and the expense of send- 
ing two of his best operatives to this 
Coast from the home office is no incon- 
siderable item, but the secret has been 
closely guarded by those who know it, 
and absolutely nothing has so far leaked 
out. 

One theory is that Denton is wanted 
in the East for some crime and that it is 
of sufficient importance to send across 
the continent for him, but whether it is 
for,some old offense or for something of 
recent date is only conjecture. Only 
one thing is positively known, and that 
isthere are quite a number of Eastern 
crooks in the city at this time and 
among them are some expert safe-crack- 


ers, and it may be that the detectives | 


are out here looking after them on 
general principles. 
It is possible that the mystery may be 


solved in the course of the present | 


week. 


ALL ABOUT A DOG. 


A Short But Lively “Scrap” at Westlake 
Park Yesterday Afternoon. 

A lively little ‘‘scrap’’ took place at 
Westlake Park yesterday afternoon be- 
tween Detective Emil Harris and one of 
the park employésnamed White. Capt. 
Harris and his brother Max were walk- 
ing aroundthe vark, followed by the 
captain’s pug dog. It is against the 
rules of the park to allow dogs in its 
limits except on chain, and when White 
saw the pug' making himself at home 
he gathered up some rocks and began 
to throw atthe dog.

Harris still showed 
fight. and finally dared Howard to ar- 
rest him, whereupon the big secretary 
promptly grabbed him bv the coat col- 
lar and started for the cars for the pur- 
pose of taking his prisoner to the 
station. Harris then cooled down, and 
on giving his name was allowed to go. 
This morning Howard will sweartoa 
complaint charging Harris with dis- 
turbing the peace, and the case will be 
ventilated in the Police Court. 

Harris claims that White acted very 
roughly about the matter, and says if 


he had been told that he was violating ’ 


the rules he would have removed his 
dog, and there would have been no 
trouble. At any rate, hadit not been 
for the big secretary it is more than 
probable that White would have been 


hurt, as Harris is something of an ath- 


lete and had no trouble in getting away 
with him.
